Driving Away Settlers • 

The public -will no doubt remember 
how, about a year ago, tbo Govern- 
mout induced scores of desirable sett- 
lers to oome here on the most unwar- 
rantable repreaentations and then 
cooly turned round and slandered 
j^^them in order to cover up tbeir own 
misdoing; -^^AUV.' porta of ridiculous 
■toxies''vreretold at the expense of those 
^ia BetrfohofhomeVin^ritish Columbia; 
t statfiinents •which' vre need hardly say 
aiwere the coinage of officials, fora mdre: 
: likely and intelligent - -claaa-, probably 
r,tfeyer:ipain,e to' bur ' shoresi' iAlthough 
, the' agency at San Franoiscb did not 
— long ' survive that most discreditable 
fraud 80 -earnestly .defended ; by the 
Government organ here, and although 
■ population has ceased to be invited to 
this Pro.vince, still every steamer 
bnngs more or.less, .- and. scarcely a 
[ 'iiay passes that does not aend ontpir 
ing immigrants across James' Bay. But 
ho\r are they treated ? The reader has 
seen how one intelligent immigrant was 
treated a "few days ago — how he nar 
rowly escaped being literally kicked out 
of a public department for the crime of 
seeking Buoh information as is cliccif ully, 
mgerly supplied in most countries. A 
very respectable and interesting Cana- 
dian family recently arrived hero with 
tb« distinct object of making British 
Columbia their future home. Mr. Slick's 
exiieriences at the Government oilices 
were not different from those of others. 
Supercillioua and ' iiasatisfactoi-y nn- 
-awers and cold looks of anwel- 
come led him to conclude that he was 
' 'not wanted hero; and so ho followed in 
. ihefobtsteps of so many others who 
have turned away from our shores to meet 
warmer welcome and more civil treatment 
in foreign countries. No sooner was Mr. 
Slick at a safo distance than' the Goveu- 
ment organ opened its wonted bat- 
teries of abuse, hoping thereby to con- 
ceal the misconduct of its musters. lie 
is represented as too lazy to work, a iniin 
,,;Wh08e character was ijlixinly written on 
his face, and it is asserted that "the Pro- 
•Tince is a decided gainer by hia making 
inoks." Now, it occurs to ns to ask if 
this is the real work of a People's Govern 
ment? Ministers drawing largo salaries 
to "keep up their dignity" and kick 
honest, hard-fisted settlers out of the 
public oflBces; an organ maintained at an 
enormous expense to the public treaHury 
to slander them as they go! Talk about 
men's characters plainly written ou their 
*' faces, indeed! Judged by that standard, 
we shoidd like to know, would become 
of the Qovornmunt or their organ-grind 
ers? It does, indeed, peem strange that 
settlers, wortb, at the very least, a tliou- 
■and dollars apiece, should be system- 
atioally driven away from a Province 
langaisbing for lack of population. It 
iWiU'be remembered with what wonder 
oassehemeaof colonization Mr. DeCos 
mo» used fb lied^zzle the pablio eye — how 
severely he berated former Government.s 
for, as it was alleged, repelling, instead 
of promoting settlement, It cannot be 
successfully denied that immigration and 
-i^ettlement were never so much discour- 
Jtged and repelled as under his and the 
I'lVpresent Administration. It cannot but 
jM^pear absnrd that ponsidecable sums of 
the public revenue should be annualy 
frittetcd away under the head of "Immi- 
gration" and that enormous sums should 
b» expended in surveying lands for set- 
tlement, while the most desirr.blo class 
of immigrants are being thus systemati- 
cally insulted and driven away. 

Is an Election Imminent? 

Yes. Last session the Legislature unani- 
mously passed the following resolution: 
"That, in view of the importance of tlie 
Kailway Clause of the Terms of Union be- 
tween Canada and British Columbia being 
faithfully carried oat by. Canada, this 
Honaeis of opinion l^at np^ alteration iu 
the said clause should be permitted by 
the Government of this Province until 
"'the same has beeo::^ snbrnitted to ^''c 
people for their enddrsation." Such was 
the unanimous deolsion of tlio Assum- 
bly, including every member of tlie Cabi- 
net. And what said the peoiilo? l-'i oin 
every District camo the uniform and 
unanimous verdict— "No alteration of the 
Eailway Term without an nj^peal to the 
people?" There can be no doubt whatever 
that a proposal for an alteration of the 
Bail way Term is dope at han^;^.,;AB a 
matter of official ettiqiiette and constitu- 
tional usage, it will be submitted to the 
local Government firsfc.'^' ''Whaf Wil they 
do with it ? They must submit it to the 
people; and the only accojitablo or con- 
Btitutionol mode of subiiiisHion will bo 
by dissolution and a general election. In 
truth, however unwilling the Ministry 
may bo to go before the country, tlioy 
cannot help themselves. There is no help 
for it no alternative. And the country 
desires a general election, altogether apart 
from the qnestion of Terms,

He also enSenes aii American rjport in 
which he says, "It is justly observed — if 
wo aro sick lot us invito tho novico to ox- 
poriment upon our ease, at the cost of 
health and nil its blessings; if wo have 
a fractured bono let us commit itfo tho 
hands of one unskilled in surgery, at tho 
expense of a Jife-lonj[ deformity but let 
us not commit the welfare of -the rising 
generation to a moro adventurer in the 
ert of teaching oven t^iough lis aiaj bo 
fll^axvd at low«r \r»gM," . ; 



I shall not trespass • by more extracts, 
nor shall I make any comment on that 
in which the Board of Education, at tho 
date of last report fully concurred, viz., 
tho advisability of teachers being pro- 
vided with suitable residences, for by 
a later emanation^ from tho same I find 
that while thoy, in aecordaueo, I may 
say discordance, with that report, pur- 
pose to grant a small conditional incrpaae, 
to tho more- x^otea^^^llttments onl tlio' 
Mainland,tlloy wantonly iSsult our Island 
settlers by an expressed determination to 
rob them of just about as much as tho 
^foresaid estimated increase; and think it 
advisable to employ a less efficient class 
ofiteachers to do tho work. 

1 could incroasQ the tissue of oontra- 
dicpous and inconsistencies, but forbear, 
forithoso aro auflicient to warn both 
parents and teachers of tho doom which 
awaits them, and that it ia high time for 
us to stand up for our rights, and show, 
bo/h by word and deed, that although 
we aro poace-loving and loyal, yot thoso 
who are deputed to manage affairs in which 
vTO aro seriously interested must bo con- 
sistent and dare not trample on us with 
impunity.. ^ • . ■ Fxtz Jambs. 

Mr- Pollard and tlio Parisli 

IVIag-azlne- 

Editok Cor.oNisx: — I exceedingly re- 
gret that theEev.Wm. Pollard (for whom 
I entertain a sincere rosjject) in his con- 
troversy with tho Editor of tho "Parish 
idagazine," should have thought it ne- 
cessary to vindicate the Methodist move- 
ment at Fort fjimpson by an allusion to 
my work ut Nauaimo yoar.s ago; and that 
with a diatortiou and misrepresentation 
of facts that ill accord with his own pas- 
sionate reinobation of literary unsorupu- 
lousness at tho close of his reply. 

Confining my observations to his ani- 
madversions on the kind of interference 
with which I am charged as having inau- 
gurated, when sent by the Bishop in tho 
fall of ISljl to occupy tho position of mis- 
sionary incumbent of Nauaimo— the Me- 
thodists being rcprobented by Mr. Bob- 
son, now in Canada. I have to 
observe*; hpV >at.4 'th&t .^.pekt^d ithe 
Nauaimo Indians were littlo bettor than 
savages of a most degraded and ferocious 
type, living in scattered fragments under 
various chiefs on all sides of tho Euro- 
pean settlemoiit, mixed u]} with a motley 
assemblage of Indians from Fort Simpson 
downwards. Towards the amelioratiop of 
the'sod oondition of this seistting mass of 
heathenism, crime and immorality, iLo 
Methodists had, a short time after my ar- 
rival, put forth some feeble efforts in tho 
way of preaching and teaching, but in no 
real sense could they be considered in 
possession of tho whole field, nor in occu- 
pation of ground in which it vrould be In- 
vidioos abd nnneoessary for us to intrqde; 
but on the contrary a wide, open door 
awaited us. The head Chief, most ur- 
gently importuned my services, and evin- 
ced his confidence in mo by entrusting us 
with the entire cara and training of bis 
only son, baptized by mo subsequently, 
"Louis Augustine." and who now, I bo- 
liove, assists Mr, Bsynitrd in the.oapaoity 
of native oatoohist amongst his tribe. 

At the time of our advent the Metho- 
dists conducted their services in a rude 
structure erected by them within the 
limits of the town, whilst I carried on my 
work in the chief's house amidst all thoir 
savage surroundings. 

About two years subsequently tho 
small-pox camo sweeping np the coast. 

I, m3-self, vaccinated some 700 Indians, 
including not only my own followers, but 
Itoman Catholic and Methodist adher- 
ents indisoiimiaately, and it was through 
my exertions' and influence the Indians of 
Nanaimo were removed to thoir present 
site. 

The company cordially seconding 
my efforts procured their aeijar- 
ation from foreign tribes; in- 
duced them to dwell in houses thorougli- 
ly whito-washed inside and out, and un- 
der God delivered them from the devasta- 
ting plague which was sweeping hun- 
ilreds of their follow aboriginies into a 
premature grave. ^ 

There and then it was we built our mis- 
sion chapel, tho Indians subscribing for 
the bell. And it tc:as only after a considsr- 
ablt interval that the Methodists built their 
pi'efsent chapel on the same Reserve, about 
half a mile nearer tho town than my own. 

How^nda this with Mr. Pollard's ad- 
herence to truth? and as for failure I 
question whether tho most enthusiastic 
of his followers will be hardy enough to 
assert thoir position in a Mission point 
of view was superior to or stronger than ray 
own up to the time of ^.,001 |removal in 
ISilO, or that we had in any sense failed, 
to li^y nothing of the extension of our 
work up the coast and amongst Indians 
cohabiting with Europeans. I» conclu- 
sion allow mo to say tho abovo is written 
in simple selfdefense, and tha*. whether 
at'Nanainu),Yalo or Lytton,! am conscious 
to myself of liaving endeavoured, with a 
singlo "eye," to lead into tho way of 
truth all with wl^op hi^ve had to do, so 
as "to hola the faith in unity of spirit or 
the bond of pence in tho righteousness of 
lifo." 

Let Mr. Pollard and his earnest coad- 
jutors do' the same, and in tho end, if not 
befordV we shall toot be so far a|»i:t as 
now wo may unhappily seem, ' •"

Army and Indian supplies, and the U. 
8. mails aro to bo forever transported 
free. 

Ni:w OnLEAN.s, April 27.— 300 families 
in West Baton Bouge are homeless. The 
land is entirely submerged. TIio U.S. 
Quartermaster tronsported to distribut- 
ing oommissiory 25,000 bluakeis, Advi- 
ces from Teche County say the rivor 
continues to rise. 

A Good StoBy. — Horo is a good storv 
whioh has not yet found its way into 
print, but for the truth of \/hich I can 
vouch. Lord George Gordon, a young 
man ol four and twenty, wishing to marry 
a certain young lady, went quite recently 
to ask the pormission of his father, the 
Duke of Argylo. The Duke, a i)ompus 
littlo man, replied in effect, "My son, 
since our housa has^een honored by be- 
ing united with tho royal family, I have 
thought it right to delegate a decision on 
all such matters to your elder brother, 
tho Marquis of Lome. Go, therefore, and 
consult him." Tho Marquis ofljorne.on 
being applied to, said, "My dear brother, 
in a case of importance like this I should 
think it right tp ask the decision of the 
Queen, tho haad'of the royal family, into 
which I havo married." The Queen, on

vice, without tho express concun-ence of 
tho Emperor Williaiu, before whom he 
had laid the matter. Tho Emperor Will- 
iam wrote a long letter, deolaring that 
though ho was surrounded by counselors, 
thero was ono only who had on all occa- 
sions proved himself correct, loval, niid 
faithful, and without whoso advico he 
(the Emperor) would givo no decision. 
Therefore, he had referred tho matter to 
his faithful Minister, Prince Bismarck. 
And it is narrated that, when Prinoe Bis- 
marck was made acquainted with the sub- 
joct,he roared out: "Gott in Himmcl! what 
a fuss about notning! Lat the boy marry 
whom ho pleases, so long as she is young 
and pretty."

The Stoky about Mn. Lonofellow's 
Vlsit to Canada..- Tho littlo hoax con- 
cerniuff Mr. Longfellow in Canada, which 
lias made a great noise in the Dominion 
press, had a funny origin. Tho city of 
Hamilton has two daily papers, which 
are in tho habit of chiilling ono anotlicr. 
Ono day tho city editor of tho 7'(;;iw dress- 
ed up his police report in an «bsiir(l paro- 
dy of some of Longfollow'a verae.«. The 
day following, tho rival sheet, tl\o Specta- 
tor, spoke in a rather foggy way of the 
"Longfellow" of the Times, but tho joke 
was so obscure that a correspondent took 
it literally .and telegraphed to the Toron- 
to G/oft* that Mr. Longfellow, tho poet, 
was uctually in Hamilton, witli the inten- 
tion of spending the summer there. "With 
tho G/oie indoisomont the story spread 
far and near, and Mr. Longfellow never 
before had so many complimontaiy noti- 
ces showered upon him in so short a time. 
Tho Governor-General ' of the Domin- 
ion, Lord Dufferin, on hearing that ho 
waH in Canada, sont him .in invitation at 
Hamilton to visit Ottawa and enjoy tlio 
vice-regal hospitalities. In order to end 
this littlo comedy of errors properly, our 
correspondent at Toronto suggests that 
the invitation Lord Dufferin ao promptly 
and cordially extended should bo for- 
warded to Cambridge. "If," ho contin- 
ues, "Mr. Longfellow should accept it, 
certain I am that his welcome to Canada 
would bo a hearty one and an honest

The akins aro 
first shipped to San Franciaco, thence to 
London, whore tho> all go into the hands 
of a single firm, wliieh ia said to bo tho 
oxclusive ppsaoBsor of the soerot of dying 
and preparing them for market. The is- 
lands on whioh the seals aro now cnii{;hfc 
aro rented by a company that ia nominal- 
ly American, but in reality is made up of 
Jow capitalists in Hamburg, Frankfort 
and London, according to Mr. Schomack- 
or. Tho company pays tho Govornment 
S2, 000 a year rental, and S2 royalty on 
every skin, and islimitod to 100,000 sVins 
a year. An agent is kept on tho islands 
by tho Government to sen that tho com- 
pany does not ovor.«t"p this limit. Other 
mnmbors doiiounc(ul the monopoly as ou»» 
of the most gignntioswindlosof the trado; 
and Sohnmaoker was :particnlarly.i,ieyoro 
in his criticisms.
